Provisional Vital Statistics for January 2010

Live births decreased in January as 5,953
Missouri babies were born compared with 6,211
one year earlier. Cumulative births also decreased
as the provisional 2009 count of 78,664 was 2.8
percent less than the 2008 count of 80,944,

Deaths also decreased in January as 4,758
Missourians died compared with 5,015 in January
2009. The 2009 provisional count of 54,064 was
down 3.9 percent from the 2008 total of 56,278.

The Natural increase in January was 1,195
(5,953 births minus 4,758 deaths). The provisional
2009 natural increase of 24,600 was nearly the
same as that in 2008.

Marriages decreased in January and for the 12
months ending with January. Marriages for 2009
dropped below 40,000 for the first time since 1965.

Dissolutions of marriage showed little change
between 2008 and 2009. However, for the 12
months ending with January, the marriage to
divorce ratio decreased from 1.83 to 1.74 because
of the decrease in marriages.

Infant deaths decreased in January and for the
12 months ending with January. The infant death
rate for the 12 months ending with January was 7.0
per 1,000 live births compared with 7.1 in 2009.
